—Britain And Egypt Agree— 


West Retains 
Suez Base Use 


83,000 British Troops To Leave 


Cana! Zone Within 20 Months 


CAIRO, Egyot (AP)—Britain and Egypt signed an agree- 


ment Tuesday night for removal of ail 83,000 British troops 
from the Suez Canal zone defenses but providing that the 
West may still use the great base against aggression.

Punishment Demanded 
For Red Attacks 


WASHINGTON wi—The United 


S t a t e s Tuesday protested to 
Red China against "the barbarous 
and lawless attack" of Communist 
fighter planes against an unarmed 
British airliner, and their "unpro- 
voked and wanton attack" on U.S. 
planes searching for the liner's 
survivors. 


In both cases, the United States 


demanded appropriate and ade- 
quate'punishment for those respon- 
sible and that steps be taken at 
once ''to assure that there be no 
repetition." 


In the case of the three Amer- 


icans killed and three wounded 
when the airliner \vas shot down 
in the South China Sea last Friday, 
the United States demanded com- 
pensation for the victims and the 
families of those killed. 


There can be no punishment for 


two of those blamed for the attack 
on the American planes. They were 
shot down when the U.S. pilots re- 
turned their fire. 


Further Protest 


The n o t e s were 
dispatched 


through London, where the British 
government decided on a further 
protest of its own to the Commu- 
nists. They were not made public 
here in textual form but late 
Tuesday the State Department re- 
leased a summation of them. 


The language of the summary 


was blunt and emphatic far be- 
yond the usual diplomatic niceties. 


Meanwhile, there had already 


come a defiant "grave protest" 
from Peiping saying the American 
airmen who shot down the two Red 
fighters had ''carried out barbaric 
attacks" under pretense of an er- 
rand of mercy. 


"These acts are a repetition of 


imperialist- A m e r i c a's aggres- 
sions." said the statement by Vice 
Foreign Minister Chang Han-fu of 
the Peiping regime. It was broad- 
cast and picked up in Tokyo'. 


Moscow radio called the shoot- 


ing down of the two Red planes a 
" s e r i o u s provocation" and a 
"gangster attack" by the United 
States. 


The U.S. notes were 
routed 


through Britain because the United 
States does not recognize the Chi- 
nese Communist government, and 
Britain does. 


The State Department said this 


country had requested the British 
''to instruct its representative at 
Peiping to present to the top au- 
thorities of the Chinese Communist 
regime the vigorous protest of the 
United States government against 
the barbarous and lawless attack" 
on the British airliner.

American aid in the past has 


been withheld from Egypt partly 
as a move to induce agreement 
with Britain on the future of the 
Suez base and partly to stall the 
Arab states" efforts to build up 
armed force against enemy Israel. 


Civilian foreign technicians, pre- 


sumably British, will maintain the 
base for seven years after the 
troops leave. 


Right To Move Back 


Britain has the right to move 


back into the big defense base in 
event of any aggression against 
an Arab state or Turkey. 


The agreement ending the long 


dispute between the two countries 
over the future status of the canal 
defenses was signed here Tuesday 
night by Egypt's Prime Minister 
Gamal Abdel Nasser and British 
War Minister Antony Head. 


This preliminary 
p'act, which 


will take British troops out of 
Egypt for the first time since 1882, 
is expected to lead to a formal 
treaty- between the two nations. 


Of the more than 83,000 troops 


in the canal zone. 16.300 are Air 
Force men and 18.000 non-British 
soldiers. Two-thirds of the garri- 
son forces will be flown back to 
Britain, informed sources in Lon- 
don said. The" remaining third will 
be based elsewhere in the Middle 
East.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower's program to 
invite private industry into the 
atomic power field and share 
some nuclear know-how with 
Allied armies passed the Sen- 
ate, 57-28, Tuesday night after 
a gruelling, 13-day struggle in 
which critical senators forced 
major changes in it. 


The fight will now be trans- 


ferred to a Senate-House con- 
ference committee, because 
the House passed in the rela- 
tively short space of tv/o days 
a measure more in line with 
the 
Eisenhower administra- 


tion's wishes. 


After the days of angry talk, 


Senate tempers cooled Tuesday 
night and the end came with dra- 
matic suddenness. Voting for the 
bill were 44 Republicans and 13 
Democrats. Against were two Re- 
publicans. -25 Democrats and Sen. 
Morse (Ind-Ore). 


Sens. Bowring and Reynolds 


(R-Neb) Voted with the major- 
ity as the Senate passed the bill. 


Foes of the original administra- 


tion bill expressed jubilation over 
the changes they had succeeded in 
writing into the measure. 
- As Sen. Neely (D-WVa) put it 
these amendments will save "hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, and 
probably billions" for the Ameri- 
can people, and he said their back- 
ers deserve "a 24 gun salute." 


He said he referred to amend- 


ments authorizing the government, 
in addition to private industry to 
operate atomic plants for peace- 
time power; providing preference 
in the sale of government power 


i to 
publicly-owned 
utilities, 
and 


' tightening anti-trust provisions in 
the measure. 


Power For Memphis 


Still in the bill was the Eisen- 


hower program to have the Atomic 
Energy^ Commission contract with 
a private utility group for power 
to be served to-consumers in the 
Memphis, Tenn., area over Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority lines. This 
power would take the place of TVA 
power served to an AEC plant at 
Paducah. Ky. 


But Sen. Gore (D-Tenn). a lead- 


ing foe of this and other power 
features of the bill, succeeded in 
getting the Senate to adopt an 
amendment prohibiting the AEC 
from paying federal taxes, as pro- 
posed, on the Memphis private 
power contract. 


The provision for sharing atomic 


secrets with friendly foreign na- 
tions is designed to give their ar- 
mies more,detailed knowledge on 
the use. but not the manufacture, 
of atomic and hydrogen weapons. 


Must Share Patents 


The Senate wrote in amend- 


! ments requiring companies taking 
part in the atomic power program 
to share their patents vrith otticr 
concerns for 10 years, and author- 
izing the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and some other government 
agencies to operate atomic power 
plants. 


The House voted for normal 


patent rights, except for develop- 
ments created under government 
auspices, and specifically barred j 
the AEC from getting into large- j 


I scale power production.

Opponents of the bill centered 


most of their remaining fire on 
clauses permitting private indus- 
try to operate atomic facilities and 
handle fissionable materials under 
AEC license. The purpose is to 
spur development of peacetime 
atomic power. These provisions re- 
main in the bill, subject to the 
amendments the Senate adopted. 


The Senate made no move to 


restrict the President's request to 


give Allied armies information on 
the external characteristics of nu- 
clear 
weapons—an 
attempt 
to 


build up Europe's atomic defenses. 


The bill also provides: 
1. New security restrictions giv- 


ing the AEC leeway to limit de- 
tailed checks to workers in the 
most sensitive jobs. At the same 
time the AEC and the Pentagon 
are instructed to review security 
regulation's periodically and take 
secrecy labels off non-strategic in- 
formation. 


.2. Gives the AEC chairman a 


more specific position as the com- 
mission's 
"official 
spokesman," 


while underwriting the equal au- 
thority of all five commissioners. 


The end of the long, grinding 


struggle came with dramatic sud- 
denness in the Senate, although 
there had been some faint har- 
bingers of a vote. Tempers had 
cooled and Knowland said with a 
smile in the early evening that he

ter rights," the Post said. 
"The most recent stalling 
tactic was a request by 


California that Colorado and other upper ba- 
sin states be made parties to the now pending 
Arizona-California 
water 
suit. ' N e v a d a , 


which always has played California's game 
on water matters, has already asked to inter- 
vene in the suit. If California can succeed in 
bringing Colorado, New Mexico, Utah and 
Wyoming into the litigation, it is a safe guess 
that the case might be dragged out for an- 
other six, eight or ten years." 
More, than 


that, the people of Nebraska should under- 
stand that once a compact agreement is en- 
tered into, the chances of changing it are 
about as slim as those of a deep, thick snow 
blanket on Nebraska fields under a hot July 
sun.' The next governor of Nebraska, and 
the next legislature in Nebraska will have 
before them ratification or rejection of the 
proposed Missouri Basin compact for the dis- 
tribution of the waters of the Missouri and 
its tributaries. That is a matter of some con- 
sequence to Nebraska, traditionally short on 
water sometime during the growing season, 
and confronted with the stark realization that 
conservation of water is the most important 
issue facing Nebraska people. 


* 
Yet in the primary campaign now in prog- 


ress in Nebraska, the question of action on 
the proposed Missouri Basin compact has 
been ignored. So far as we have been able 
to follow the course of discussion, no can- 
didate has undertaken to discuss the proposed 
compact or to commit himself to ratification 
or rejection. Naturally the hope is that old 
Mother Nature inr—her generosity will take 
care of Nebraska's water needs . And it must 
be said that throughout most of the last de- 
cade old Mother Nature has done a magnifi- 
cent job of it. This summer of heat and of 
decreased rainfall suggests that the swing of 
the cycle may bring about a. change in the 
bountiful harvests-which have contributed so 
much to Nebraska's sense of well-being in a. 
span of ten years.

There could be no finer leadership in terms 


of vision in Nebraska in the next ten years 
than to bend every energy lo bringing an ad- 
ditional million acres of land under irriga- 
tion.

has been abandonee. Decisive legislation nt 
this time has but a microscopic chance of 
avoiding dreadful errors. 


As one reflects upon the administration's 


undue eagerness to parcel out national re- 
sources, ranging from Tidelands oil through 
lorest reserves, dam site? and the like, to 
atomic energy, itself, one is impressed that 
the COP is acting as though it has no fu- 
ture, will not be in power very long and is 
determined to get lor its supporters every- 
thing it can get while the getting is good. 


There is no real icason lor drastic com- 


mitments o! atomic electrical geneiation at 
tins time. The public has 12 billion invested 
in nuclear fission, a pnee yet to be paid b\- 
the taxpayers. They have a tremendous stake 
in this great new facility which in good .sense 
and justice should be carefully regarded. 


America still possesses tremendously im- 


portant secrets which may tell the story of 
national survival if they are properly kept. 


Private enterprise has no\ yet demon- 


strated that it can carry the cost of such a 
revolutionary means of producing electric 
power. Neither private nor public power, 
heavily invested as both are in conventional 
power producing facilities, have shown how 
they can protect those investments should 
they turn precipitously to the new generat- 
ing method and find that it not only pro- 
duces the abundance claimed for it but as 
cheaply also as is promised. 


The nation itself is not prepared to unbal- 


ance its electric economy, threatening unfav- 
ored sections with ruin. 


Nebraska for instance is a public power 


state. Bac£* of its public power is hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of reclaimed 
land made productive by irrigation. Support- 
ing that irrigation is electric revenue pro- 
duced at the great reservoir dams . A substan- 
tial portion of Nebraska's general economy 
rests on the economic stability of those multi- 
purpose dams. A precipitous and thoughtless 
introduction of a big rival source of power 
could start an economic chain reaction calam- 
itous to Nebraska. 


'In contrast, a hasty piece of legislation 


cutting public power away from atomic gen- 
eration could be equally devastating, neither 
permitting the state to adjust to such a 
change nor letting it into rate competition 
with localities that might be blessed by 
cheap atomic power. 


It does not appear that the government 


is ready to dump atomic energy into the lap 
»f the industry nor that much of the industry- 
is ready to receive it. Far better for the na- 
tion if the 'administration closes out no poten- 
tial users at this time, neither public nor pri- 
vate. Far more prudent would be a chapter 
two, 
following the research that brought nu- 


clear fission to the country that is, federally 
constructed pilot plants making their product 
available to public and private power indis- 
criminately operated for the purpose of de- 
termining the problems revolving about such 
a radical change of electric production meth- 
ods. 
There is a difference between bomb- 


ing an economy and fitting something of 
force into it.

Adlai Stevenson will arrive in Nebraska 


August 7 and will speak in Omaha. 


Mr. Stevenson lately has been around the 


world where an ocean of disturbing evenfs 
has been swirling. But we hope for the 
moment he will forego extensive comment 
on those matters. More urgent in Nebraska 
at this moment is how to maintain the 
state's economy under a restrictive farm pro- 
gram that means to depress the price of 
agricultural products and at the same time 
reduce their volume. 


If he has the right answers quite a num- 


ber of Nebraska farmers will still be here 
two years from now ip support him for presi- 
dent. But if he refrains his trip will be in 
vain. He will get no support in 1956 be- 
cause there won't be anyone here to support 
him. or anyone else. 


And we hnpe he will be more specific 


than one of our own prominent candidates 
for the U. S. Senale who has bravely come 
out for a fair price for Ihe farmer "in Ihe 
marketplace without saying what he thinks 
is a fair price or who is to be the judge.

v.ould have no luok-iri at all. At 
one point Sen. Hickenlooper of 
Iowa, the Republican in charge 
of the bill of t h e Eisenhower 
forces, even introduced an amend- 
ment 
banning the government 


from spending any funds whatso- 
ever for developing commercial 
power. 


Chief backer and pusher of the 


Atomic Power bill was Adm. Lewis 
Strauss, chairman of the Atomic 
Knergy Commission and partner 
of the Wall Street banking firm of 
Kuhn. Loeb and Co. This is one 
of 
the 
big 
investment bankers 


which have been financing: the 
private power companies anxious 
to get a grip on atomic power. 


Another Wall Street investment 


firm. Lehman Brothers, has hired 
Gordon Dean, former chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Commission; 
while a third big Wall Street firm 
Lazard Freres. has hired David 
Lilienthal, another former AEC 
chairman. 
Both men have kept 


carefully, aloof from the legislat- 
ive battle, however. 


BACKSTAGE STRATEGY 


These were the backstage fac- 


tors which caused a group of sen- 
ators to meet in the District of 
Columbia Senate committee room 
about 10 days ago to pledge a 
battle to the bitter end against 
the atomic bill. At that meeting. 
Sen. 
Lester Hill of Alabama, 


one of the senior Southern Dem- 
ocrats, was appointed captain of 
the group, with Sens. Albert Gore 
of Tennessee and Clinton Anderson 
of New Mexico the lieutenants in 
charge of amendments.

land of California fought in vain 
to stop the filibuster, three things 
happened. One was petty and per- 
sonal, only important in a body 
where alleged statesmen can put 
personal prestige ahead of issues 
that affect the nation.

PERSONAL PRESTIGE 


It began with a statement by 


Sen. 
John Sparkman "of Alabama 


that 
the Republican leadership 


might better consult those who 
were 
doing the real 
fighting 


against the atom giveaway rather 
than consult the alleged Democrat- 
ic leadership. 


What Sparkman. indirectly re- 
ferred to was the fact that Lyn- 


don Johnson of Texas, the Demo- 
cratic leader, was not leading 
this fight, but was sitting on the 
sideline. 
And Sparkman suggest- 


ed the Republicans would be bet- 
ter off conferring with the Jeacl- 
ei s of the filibuster rather than 
the man who was not leading. 


This got under Johnson's skin, 


lie came over to Sparkman's desk 
on the Senate floor and waved his 
arms. Sparkman pounded his desk 
in Lyndon's face. Sparkman, the 
man "who 
made the remark, was 


vice-presidential candidate in 1952. 
He has plenty of prestige. 
But 


Johnson, the man who heard it, 
aspires to be vice-presidential can- 
didate — or better — in 1956. 


So, 
later 
that 
night, 
"Lyin' 


Down Lyndon," as he is sometimes 
called, was heard telling Gore of 
Tennessee: "We're going to find 
out who is going to stand up and 
vote for my leadership rather than 
that of Wayne Morse." 


Simultaneously, more personal 


peeve had been injected into the 
battle. Knowing Lyndon Johnson's 
vanity, Knowland kept needling 
the Democrats that Morse, the 
Oregon independent, was the real 
leader of the Democrats.

next session and make further 
fifibusters impossible. And the fil- 
ibuster has been the chief weapon 
of the South in defeating legisla- 
tion on the race issue. 


Cloakroom huddles took place 


regarding this between Gore. Lyn- 
don Johnson, and Clements of Ken- 
tucky, during which it was re- 
ported that Johnson had promised 
Gore a seat on the Atomic Energy 
Committee if he would compro- 
mise the fight.

Unique Situation 


Lincoln, Neb. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: 
Nebraska is undergoing 


an experience with her members 
of the national Senate riot only 
unique in her own history but 
probably in that, of her sister 
states. During the first 85 years 
of her statehood, only two sena- 
tors 
(Hayward 
in 
1899 
arid 


Howell in 1933) died in office. 
Then suddenly in scarcely more 
than two and a half years three 
(Wherry, Griswold and Butler) 
died in harness. 
These triple 


deaths so close together have 
resulted, in three very rare if 
not actually unique bits of sen- 
atorial history. 


First, five different senators, 


three elected and two appointed, 
will 
have been 
required to 


serve out the six-year senatorial 
term that expires January 2, 
1955. Wherry was serving this 
his second term when 
death 


came 
in November 
of 1951. 


Seaton was appointed to serve 
until the general election, No- 
vember. 1952, when 
Griswold 


\vas elected to serve out the term. 
However, his death in April, 
1954. brought about the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. Bowring as sena- 
tor until next November, when 
some candidate, identity now 
unknown, will be elected to 
serve out the remaining two 
months of the term. Never be- 
fore in Nebraska history have 
more than three different sen- 
ators, ttvo elected and one ap- 
pointed (Howell, Thompson and 
Hunter. 
1929-1935) 
been 
re- 


quired to serve out a senatorial 
term. 


Second, at the general elec- 


tion 
in November. 
Nebraska 


voters will elect not the usual 
one nor quite unusual two, but 
the hitherto unknown number 
of three United States senators, 
one for the full six-year term 
beginning January 3, 1955: a 
second to serve the remaining 
four vears of Butler's term ex- 
piring January 2. 1959: and yet 
a third to serve the "short short 
term" of only 61 days remaining 
of the Wherry-GrisTvold term 
expiring January 2, 1955. 


Third. Nebraska is now ex- 


periencing the rare distinction 
of being represented in the Sen- 
ale by two appointed senalors. 
Bowring and Reynolds, both ap- 
poinled by the same governor 
who is himself a candidate for 
nomination 
for 
the 
six-year 


term. Twice*in her history, Ne- 
braska has had one appointed 
senator serving until Ihe next 
Jecislalive session or 
ceneral 


"If-clion (Allen. 1899-3901. and 
T h o m p s o n . 1333-1934). but 
never before l">vo al the some 
lime, much less lv.-o appointed 
by a governor while himself a 
candidate for the Senalc.

doublful if Nebraska's current 
senatorial experience has been 
even approximated to say noth- 
ing of being duplicated in the 
entire hislorv of the United 
Stales.
